There  are.  twenty  schools  and 
twenty-three  teachers  in  Alaska. 

The  will  of  Miss  Julia  A.  Lock- 
wood,  of  Xorwalk,  Conn.,  leaves 
$5,000  to  Yale  University  to  found 
the  Lockwood  scholarship. 

Dr.  S.  K.  Pearsons,  of  Chicago, 
has  presented  a  new  building 
known  as  Emerson  Hall,  to  Heloit 
college.  It  will  be  three  stories 
high  and  contain  quarters  for  fifty 
students,  reception  and  drawing 
rooms,  a  dining  room  and  a  gym- 
nasium.   The  cost  will  be  $30,000. 

The  rich  Presbyterians  of  the 
country  have  set  on  foot  a  plan  to 
raise  $20,000,000  as  an  endowment 
fund  for  Westminster  Univerity, 
Denver,  Colo.  The  Rev.  J.  Rich- 
~1ey  Smith,  of  Poughkeepsie,  has 
been  engaged  as  president  at  a 
salary  of  $io,<xio.  The  plan  of  the 
University  will  embrace  the  best 
features  of  Yale,  Harvard  and  Chi- 
cago. 

President  Emeritus,  General  (J. 
W.  C.  Lee,  has  presented  a  $6,000 
scholarship  to  Washington  and  Lee 
University. 

On  account  of  yellow  fever,  Tu- 
lane  University  Louisiana  State 
University,  University  of  Missis- 
sippi, and  many  other  schools 
throughout  the  south,  have  jiot 
opened,  and  will  not  open  until 
after  frost  comes. 

The  oldest  and  most  famous  of 
Boston's  private  schools,  Chauncy 
Hall,  has  just  entered  on  its  70th 
year.  It  was  founded  in  i.SjX  by 
Gideon  Thayer. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  gives  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  for  1895-6  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  Lnited  Stales 
as  15,997,197.  Expenditures  for 
school  purposes  amounted  to  $184.,- 
453.7So. 

The  State  University  of  Califor- 
nia received  an  appropriation  of 
$250, 000  from  the  last  state  legis- 
lature.

His  lecture  was  not  a  mere  ab- 
st  act  recountal  of  the  existing 
cjistoms  of  that  age.  but  was  rath- 
er a  description  of  their  habits  and 
customs  and  religion  portrayed  by 
thrilling  anecdotes  of  the  men  of 
that  time,  leaving  his  audience,  by 
means  of  fellow  feeling  which  has 
taught  us  to  realize  that  human  na- 
j  ture  is  the  same  the  world  over,  to 
judge  for  themselves  what  their 
natures  were;  and  thus  he  showed 
them  that  the  Romans  of  the  time 
of  Pliny  were  not  so  different  from 
[he  Americans  of  today,  for  they, 
as  we,  had  their  games,  their  chase, 
their  hall,  their  marbles,  their  end- 
less sports,  their  feasts  ;  and  best 
of  all.  their  loves. 

■He  closed  his  lecture  by  saying 
that  true  education  despises  not 
the  Clasics,  but-  must  in  catholicity 
of  its  scope  extend  into  all  the  arts 
and  become  polytechnic  in  the 
deepest  sense  of  the  word.
